Why the Plank Was Restored to the South 
Carolina Platform. 

Co_tumsiA, 8S. C., August 6.—The civil ser- 
vice plank in the democratic platform, after a 
motion to table it was voted down, was adopt- 
ed by a viva voce vote with but few negatives, 
making it practically a unanimous vote in 
favor. The facts are, however, that the com- 
mittee on plaform purposely omitted the 
plank, not being willing to indorsea practical 
applicaticn of the system.

Resutt of District Cunventions in Kentucky 
and Nerth Carolina. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., August 6.—Hon. J. B. 
McCreary was renominated for congress by the 
democratic convention of the eighth Kentucky 
district. 

RALEIGH, N. C., August 6.—In the eighth 
district democratic convention Hon.- William 
H. Cowles, present congressman, was nomina- 
ted without opposition. 

The democratic convention of the eighth 
district today nominated John W. Graham, of 
Orange county, for congress on the two hun- 
dred and eleventh ballot. The nomination 
was reached after all the candidates—W. R. 
Cox, D. H. Bunn and C, M. Cooke—had with- 
drawn. Mr. Graham was then chosen by ac- 
clamation. He is the oldest son of the late 
Hon. Wm. A.Graham, who was secretary of 
the navy under President Fillmore.

A Solid Wall of Water Twenty-two Feet

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CUTTING CONVICTED. 


RESULT OF THE LONG-DEFERRED 
TRIAL, 


The El Paso Editor Denies Jurisdiction, but the | 
Trial Proceeds—Cutting is Adjudged Guilty of 
Violating Mexican Law and Remanded 
for Bentence — The Case in full. 


Ex Paso, Texas, Augnst 6.—The trial of 
Editor Cutting was set for 10 o'clock yester- 
day morning, and at that hour Mexican au- 
thorities for the court, judge of letters, Senor 
Miguel Sabbida, his clerk, official interpreter, 
Louis Dautinks; complainant, Eungdie Me- 
dina, Consul Brigham and clerks, prisoner and 
a few Americansand Mexican citizens, and 
representatives of the E] Paso press assembled 
in the small court room, furnished with two 
tables and a few chairs. At 1 o’clock the 
prosecuti ng attorney, J. M. Sierra, and Jesus 
E, Yslas, attorney for the defense, announced 
that they were ready for the trial. 

THE OPENING OF COURT. ) 

On opening the court Judge Sabbida asked 
the interpreter to read the proceedings and 
documents in the case. Among them were 
Medina’s affidavits, charging Editor Cutting 
with failure to carry out the reconciliation 
made before a Mexican court in regard to the 
publication in his Paso del Norte paper by im- 
mediately causing to be published in the El 
Paso Sunday Herald a _ [repetition of 
the article. The second affidavit 
of Medina charges Cutting .with having 
caused to be circulated over ten copies of the 

paper in Paso del Norte and alleges that his 
malicious intention was made plain because 
bis defamatory card appeared both in Spanish 
and English, while the Herald usually pubd- 
lished nothing but English. Then the order 
of the judge to recover all <copies of the Her- 
ald oontaining said article co circulated, was 
read,followed by the written minutes of court | 
from day to day, embracing the time from 
Cutting’s first appearance before the court till 
today and the hour of sitting. Then came the 
original charge of libelling a Mexican citizen, 
Medina, inthe Sunday Herald, paper, pab- 
lished at El Paso, Texas. Medina had filed as 
evidence against the prisoner the act of concil- 
jation previously signed by both, copies of the 
Herald, and the report of an interview held 
with the prisoner by a representative oi: an- 
other local paper. One part of the court 
minutes stated that Catting, at 11 o’clock at 


night, when told that he might give bond, | 


avawered that he would not do so; that his 
case was in the hands of his government, and 
that if the demand for his release was not 
obeyed at once United States troops from Fort 
Davis would immediately arrive to liberate 
him by force. The minutes go on to state 
how several persons had been appointed by 
the court to defend Cutting, against his will, 
and how all these had declined until Jesus E. 
Yeslas had accepted the task. Then follows 
the introduction of laws of the stateof Texas 
applicable in the case, as the offense was con- 
ceded to have been committed in Texas. 
CUTTING DENIES JURISDICTION. 
When the reading was finished Catting was 
asked if all was satisfactory to him. He re- 


plied that he could not countenance the 
protecdings, ac ho considerud «he <omws with 


out jurisdiction in the case. Officials then 
signified their approval of the contents of the 
minutes, and arguments were declared in 
order. 
ARGUMENT FOR THE PROSECUTION. 

Jose Maria Sierra, prosecuting attorney, 
then took the floor and delivered his argument, 
stopping only to quote from law books such 
articles and paragraphs as were referred to in 
his speech. He said the case hinges upon 


the written agreement between Medina 
and Cutting, called an act of 
reconciliation, which was broken 
aud made void by the publication 


of Cutting’s articles inthe El Paso Sunday 
Herald, that Cutting’s breach of contract gave 
Medina a perfect right ro continue his case 
against the prisoner, and in support of this 
view he quoted article 656 and section 5 of 
article G57 of the Mexican code. He declared 
that Cutting was not an ignorant man, but 
bad repeatedly acted in direct opposition to 
the act of conciliation, as the publication of 
the interviews with the prisoner in the El 
Paso papers proved, and that the prisoner 
merited no clemency because his crime was 
worse than if he were ignorant, or, realizing 
its gravity, had sought to make amend in- 
stead of constantly reiterating his attacks 
upon Medina in interviews. The prisoner 
bad made the investigation of the case 
difficult by refusing to answer the judge, and 
this was an aggravating circumstance in the 
case. The result of his crime has been to ter- 
rorize the people of this vicinity, disturbing 
society and causing fear of revolution and, 
probably, war. All these were aggravating 
circumstances and crimes in themselves. Sec- 
tions 1 and 4 of article 186 of the Mexican law 
gave the court jurisdiction, and counsel charac: 
terized the offense as a crime because it was 
also punishable in Texas—as the quoted 
law of Texas specified—by imprisonment 
of from six months to two years, or by a fine 
of from $200 to $2,000. He concluded by call- 
ing attention to article 66 of the penal code, 
which defines the sentence in such serious 
cases, and asked the court that a sentence of 
two years imprisonment at hard labor be im- 
posed upon the prisoner. He requested the 
court to censure Consul Brigham for his offi- 
cious interference in the case, and also that 
the federal authorities be notified of the con- 
sul’s acts, so that necessary diplomatic corres- 
pondence for his removal might be com- 
menced. 
THE PLAINTIFF SPEAKS, 

Medina, the accusing Jparty, was then given 
the floor, and testified that Cutting had de- 
famed his character in his paper, on Jane 6th. 
For this he had him cited by the court fer rec- 
ognition. The result of this was that Catting 
promised to publish four times,in both English 
and Spanish, a retraction. He has broken his 
word, as is evident from No. 16 of El Centinel, 
by having omitted the Spanish version of his 
retraction and by having given the English 
in poor form, omitting capital letters 
and using very poor type, ‘‘and,”’ 
continued the witness, “not satisfied with bar- 
lerquing my good faith and his oath, he cansed 
to appear two articles, more offensive than the 
first, in the Elpsso Sunday Herald, of June 
%th—one in Spanish and the other in English, 
reiterating bis former charges and claiming 
that he had retracted only because ‘he was 
forced to before a Mexican judge,’ and Cat- 
ting not satisfied with the harm done my rep- 
utation end my business, has sald, in an 
interview with a Tribune reporter, that 
1 am ‘a fraud and a dead-heat 
that this had always been his opinion of my 
pewspaper enterprise, and that for this reason 
he published it.” 

Witness furtnor said: “It being public and 
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eatin 


n0o!orious that Cutting has defamed my nime, 
thus making it impossible for me to coatioue 
iy hewspaper enterprise aud my iaterests 
having eutiered grave damages, so that I will 
be unable to continue longer in business, I 
therefore supplicate the judge to name two 
persons to fix the damage caused me by said 
Cutting as an equitable way of a settlement on 
the point.” 
STATEMENT OF THE DEFENSE, 

At the conclusion of the witness’ testimony 
, Senor Jesus E. Yslas, attorney for Catting, 
arose, He argued that the former action had 
ended the claim of Medina; that Cutting did 
not voluntarily break any Mexican laws, and 

that that is why he went so far away to re- 
| publish his card. also thatifthe offense was 
: punishable there were many reasons why the 
punishment should be as light as possible. 

| Cutting was then offered a cliance to speak, 
bat he simply stated that he could not recog- 
nize the court, and that he wasin the hands 
of his government. 

The judge then adjudged him guilty, and 
the court adjourned. The judge has fifteen 
days in which to pronounce the sentence,

Wells, Fargo & Co. were ex- 
tending their agencies and were confident of 
protection everywhere. 

Charles L. Zeger, publisher of the Mexican 
Financier, the organ of the Commercial rail 
way and marine interests, said : 

“I do not think our government and people 
at home realize the disagreeable and even 
dangerous position in which the business in- 
terests of Amercans living here are placed by 
the conduct of an adventurer on the bordor, 
who tries to use the American flag to protect 
him in order to obtain a little notofiety. 
While I believe in a vigorous foreign policy so 
thatthe lives and property of Americans 
shall be respected abroad, I am convinced 
tbat an international conflict basedon this 
pietended outrage would be an act of fully. 

Frederick RK. Guernsy, editor of American

It would appea: that 
he had no right, when arrested in Paso del 
Norte for acts cammitted in Mexico as wellas 
in Texas, to assume that injustice would be 
done him and repudiate the judge before 
whom he was brought. Declining to appoint 
counsel or accept bail, he called upon his goy- 
ernment for protection before justice had been 
denied, and Mr. Bayard’s demand seems to 
have been made in ignorance of the fact 
that Cutting was to be tried 
for acts committed in Mexico 

Arthur P. Cushing, an American lawyer 
practicing in American courts, said: 

“The act for which Cutting was arrested has 
been for years an offense according to the 
penal code of Chihuahua, and the principle is 
quite right—that if a man avails himself of 
such a long range weapon as the press to in- 
jure another, he must keep out of the juris- 
diction of the courts of the domicile of the 
injured party. The United States has noth- 
ing more to do with his case than if he had 
fired a rifle across the river and intentionally 
killed a man on this side of the 
river, and then on coming over had 
been arrested by the Mexican authorities aud 
put on trial for murder, All the United States 
government can do is to insist on his decent 
treatment and a speedy and impartial trial, 
and. this much has been given him. If, as is 
stated on the highest authority, Catting 
brought overa:d distributed a number of 
copies of the paper containing the slanders, 
this alters the case entirely, and divests it of 
the slightest particle of international charac: 
ter, andit becomes an offense committed 
against the laws of the state of Chihuahua. 

In the case of the murder of Rassures, a 
naturalized American citizen, brought to 
Piedras Negras and there shot by Mondragon, 
the opinion is expressed in government circles 
here that Mondragon will be convicted of mur- 
der and suffer the highest penalty, and it is 
also thought that Texas officials, who gave up

Fravk Humphries Found Guilty of the Murder of 
Mise Raines and Miss Humphries~—Perfectiy 
Indifferent to His Fate—An Interview 
with the Criminal—What He Bays, 


MILLEDGEVILLE, August 6.—[Special.}— 
Yesterday the famous Humphries murder case 
was called in superior court, Judge Thomas G, 
Lawson presiding. This case is one of univer- 
eal interest. It will be remembered that on 


the fourth of March of the present year, the 
bodies of Misses Carrie Raines and Ella Hum. 
_pbries were found brutally murdered about 
nine miles above here, in Baldwin county. 

News of the murder spread like wildfire, and 
a party of several hundred quickly gathered 
at the scene of the murder. 

While relatives and friends were s lating 
regarding the murder, Frank Waamphsios 
brother-in-law, of Miss Carrie Raines and half 
uncle of Miss Ella Humphries, appeared on 
the scene, and seemed to know so much 

ABOUT THE MURDER 
that he was apprehended by Sheriff Ennis, 
who quietly conveyed him te Baldwin jail, in 
Milledgeville, where your correspondent was 
first to interview him. For fear of mob vio- 
lence, the prisoner was conveyed to Macon and 
placed in jail there to await his trial. 

During this week the grand jury of Bald- 
win connty found a true bill against Hum- 
phries for the

\. -«r’ay the trial began. Colonel Robert 
Whitficid and Hon. Seaborn Reese were em- 
ployed by Elisha Humphries, half brother of 
the accused, brother-in-law of Miss Raines, 
and father of Miss Ella Humphries, The de- 
fense was most ably represented by Colonel 
Greave and Judge Sanford. 

At 8a. m. the prisoner appeared in court 
looking very cheerful, and entirely calm, 
and the selection of the jury began. Oat of 
eighty-four men, twelve were chosen, and 
they were almost entirely of the farming class, 

It was not believed that a jury could be got- 
ten so soon, but the conduction was greatly

introduced was Mr. Elisha Humphries, who 
was closely examined by counsel, and his evi- 
dence carefully taken down by Mr. Richari- 
son. courtstenogrepber.

CROWDED TO 8SUFFOCATION,

Mr. Humphries told how his sister-in-law 
and daughter had Jeft with Frank Humphries 
on the evening of that fatal fourth of March, 
and how, early next morning, he received a 
note from Frank Humphries stating that he 
and the ladies had been assaalted in a wooded 
place, and be having been knocked senseless 
by a sand bag, the two iadies were shot by 
five masked inev, who carried doubiebarrelled 
shotgurs, accompanied by two others with 

BOWIE KNIVES, 
and that the party bad murdered them and 
left bim senseless in the cold rain during the 
entire night. Mr. E. Hamphries hastened to 
the scene and found the bedies in the wood, 
some hundred yards from the place, and after 
a slight seearch he fonnd several gun wads, 


a set of false teeth and a 0box of 
crochet work, identified as having 
heen. in. the possession of Miss 
Raines, when last seen in life. Mr. Hum- 


phries’s testimony tended to weave a web of 
evidence around the accused that was very 
substantial. 

Mr. John Lane, brother-in law of the Ham- 
phries, was next interrogated. He told how 
Frank Humphries had come to his house with 
his dog and gun, and bad persuaded Miss 
Raines 

AGAINST HER WILL 

to accompany him to his home, saying taat 
iteha ald 3-2 imaamiag wie +wite) weeny 
poorly, and that she wanted to see Miss Carrie 
very much.” Miss Carrie pléfded, as an ex- 
cuse, that her sister, Fannie, was ili and she 
hated to leave her, forshe was afraid she 
“would never see her alive any more.” 

At last, however, Humphries was so persis- 
tent that she consented to go, although she 
dreaded to go with him on account of his 
being in the habit of drinking, and she went 
and asked her niece, Miss Ella, to accompany 
her. She.agreed todo so, and at 4:30 they 
left in company with Frank Humphries, who 
+ carried bis gun, a double barreled, breech 
loading shot gun, and the unfortunate women 
were never seen anymore in life, 

MES. JOHN RAINES, 
wife of Migs Raines’s brother, was next ex- 
amined,and she testified as to Frank Hum- 
phiies’s wife having spent the day with her on 
the fourth of March. Her testimony tended 
to increase the web of evidence being woven 
around the dastardly crime. 

Next, Mrs. Stiles was examined, and she 
was the first to swear that Miss Ella Hum- 
phries’s body had been violated. Her testi- 
movy was unimpeachable, and she was ques- 
tioned but very little. 

The next witness was Mrs. Katie Webb, sis- 
ter of Miss Ella Humphries, and she corrobo- 
rated the evidence of the other ladies, 

Dr. Hardeman was next called, and his tes- 
timony was 
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MOST DAMNING 

to the accused. He swore in positive terms 
that the young lady nad been vilely outraged, 
as every indication pointed that way. Healso 
stated that Miss H umphries’s wounds were not of 
a character to produce instant death, but the 
wounds in her neck had been deeply lacerated 
by something Jikeadull knife. Dr. Harde- 
men was examined and cross examined, but 
the evidence remained unshaken. 

Shep Walker, a negro, was next examined, 
and he swore as to hearing two gun shots, onc 
immediately after the other. 

FOUND GUILTY. 
_ The court house was agaiu filled this morn- 
ing With people from several counties aroun nd, 
and there was scarcely room for the attorneys 
and officers of the court. The trial was con- 
eluded this afternoon at 3:30, aud after a clear 
charge irom Judge Lawson, the jury retired. 
The throng still remained until! 4 o'clock, 
when the jury returned a verdict of guilty, 
which will hang Frank Humphries. He looked 
at the jury as they marched in and heard the 
verdict read without tremor. 
THE WIFE AND CHILDREN. 

Mr. Humphries, his wife and her three 
little chilaren were in the court room all dav. 
Mrs. Humphries wore a sad expression upon 
her face, The poor little children seemed to 
realize the condition of their father, Little 
Mamie, the little eight-year old daughter of 
Frank Humphries, was noticed by every one. 
She is a beantiful blue-eyed little girl.

Terminal Company and the Richmo id 
and Danville—Increased Fagilities.

One of the best railroads, as well as one of 
the most important, that has its terminns in 
Atlanta is the Georgia Pacific. “A review of its 
condition and prospects will be interesting. 

There has been no change in the relation of 
the Richmond and West Point Terminal com- 
pany to the Georgia Pacific. That is to cay 
the Terminal company continues to owa the 
controlling interest in the stock of the Georzia 
Paciffc. As to the relations sof the Richmond 
and Danville to the Terminal company, it is 
understood that the former no longer holds 
the controlling interest in the stock of the lat- 
ter. Indeed, this was recently stated in the 
New York Mail and Express, and may be re- 
garded as true, 


GEOGIA PAGIFIC AND RICHMOND AND DAY.- 
VILLE. 


The relations between the Georgia 
Pacific and the Richmond and Danville re- 
main unchanged in the material matter: of 
friendly co-operation and business connections, 
the two roads being still considered as virta 
ally parts a aod the same system. It is 
true, howevér, that the immodiate man:ge- 
ment of the two companies is again, as origin- 
ally, separate and distinct. That is to say, 
irom the inception of the enterprise up to the 
middle of October, 1885, the Georgia Pacific 
was managed distinctively by its own officials, 
with due regard to friendly intercourse a.nd 
business c>-operation between the two com- 
panies, as parts of one and the same system. 
l'rem the middle of October, 1885, until about 
May Ist, 1536, Mr. E. B. Thomas, general man- 
ager of the Richmond and Danville, and Mr. 
Peyton Randolph, assistant general manager, 
held the same offices in the Georgia Pacific. 

THE GEORGIA PACIFIC PROSPECTS, 

Mr. Sol Haas, traffic manager of the Rich- 
mond and Danville, was also traffic manager 
of the Georgia Pacific for several years, up to 
about May ist, 1886. At that time (about May 
ist, 1586.) Messrs. Thomas, Randolph and Haas 
resigned their offices in the Georgia Pacific, 
and since it has been managed by;its own 
ofticials. 

It is the policy of the Georgis Pacific, and 
the pleasure of its officials, to maintain a close 
business co-operation with the Richmond and 
Danville, and to cultivate the most friendly 
relations with its officials. The traffic contract 
between the two companies, upon which rests 
in part the security of the holders of the Geor- 
gia Pacific first mortgage bonds, remains un- 
im paired. 

LETTER FROM PRESIDENT JOHNSTON. 

Regarding the Georgia Pacific’s future, 
President J. W. Johnston has written the fol- 
lowing letter to a citizen in Atlanta: 

That the new work between Coalburg and Day’s 
gap proceeds very favorably. The contractors, 
generally, are up to or ahead of their engagements. 
The construction forces are full enough. Track- 
laying is now going on from the Coalburg end, and 
will soon be commenced from the Day’s Gap end. 
We hope to have ten miles of track from the Coal- 
burg end laid before October Ist, and ten miles 
from the Day’s Gap end before November Ist. By 
tius Closing in the two ends we can hasten the 
heavy cuts, trestles, bridges, etc., on the middle 
twenty miles, or more accurately, 19'4 miles, the 
entire gap being 3914 miles. We ——- to have 
the entire work done and the road in operation 
from Atlanta through to Columbus by March ist, 
which was what we set out to do, say March ist of 
this year. 

_ The business of tne road is con ey increas- 
ipg, and would have] been considerably greater 
if we could have commanded the necessary en- 
gines and cars. We have long been trying to get 
an increase of ag = oy but met with no success 
until recently. Taking upthe matter anew, the 
last ot June, in New York, we worked at it until 
late in July, with the following results: 

j {The Georgia Pacific equipment trust was orga"- 
1zed; the capital stock limited to $600,000, of waich 
#°60,000 is for present issue, and $240,000 later on. 
The certificates issued under this trust are secured 
upon the cars and engines to be purchased there- 
under. They bear 6 per cent interest—coupons 
April ist and October ist; the principal is payable 
in S installments of 10 per cent each, beginning 
October Ist, 1888, and ending October lst, 1895, 
the remaining 20 per cent being payable October 
ist, 1896. Having sold about $360,000 of these cer- 
tificates at 99 cents in the dollar, I purchased the 
following’equipments, namely: _ 

Fifteen mogul freight locomotives, 5 Baldwins 
and 7 Rogers, cylinders 19x24; 415 coal cars, 50,000 
pounds Capacity; 100 large box cars; 10 cattle cars, 
all for early delivery. 

You will readily see that this, in all respects, is 
a very favorable transaction tor ourcompauy. The 
remaining $240,000 of trust certificates I hope to dis- 
pore of in time tomeet our additional wants Con- 
sequent the opening of the line through to Co- 
isumbwvs. 

I may add, as an item of interest, that we are 
making examinations and estimates, and are hope- 
ful of early ability to extend our Greenville di- 
vision from Johnsonville to a point on the Illinois 
Central road (their newly constructed line) at. or 
near, Gieenwood;ia which event we would widen 
the gauge of our road from Greenville to Johnson- 
ville, making it a standard gauge throughout 
Greenville to the point of junction with the jUIi- 


nois Central at, or near, Greenwood. AS you 
doubtless know. the ‘Georgia Pa- 
cific now operates the branch 


roacs of the Mobile and Ohio, from Columbus to 
Starkeville. From Starkeville to Greenwood the 
Jilinois Central now hasaline via Durant, Lex: 
ington and Tchula —e to Greenwood, so, you will 
see, that a continuous line from Atlanta to the Mis- 
sissippi river, by way of the Georgia Pacific to Col- 
umbus, Mobile and Ohio to Starkeville, Illinois 
Central to Greenwood, andthe Georgia Pacific to 
Greenville, is among the probabilitiesof the near 
future; and, I may add,that a valuable interchange 
of business between this through line and existing 
and pro d roads west of the Mississippi river 
would quickly follow. It is now said that the 
“Little .J,"’ will soon be made standard gauge 
from Natchez to Jackson and completed, standard 
gauge, Jackson to Columbus. I doubt not that the 
roads reaching toward Birmingham from Memphis 
and Sheffield will improve the business of the 
Georgia Pacific—especially between Birmingham 
and Atlanta.

Buzz-Saws and Civil Service Reform. 

Occasionally we hear some very strange 
arguments in favor of the republican methods 
of civil service reform now in vogue. Here 
isone which is quite original. It is from 
the Charleston News and Courier : 

Senator Brown is reported tobein favor of ‘the 
entireGeorgia delegation calling in a body on the 
presi¢<c nt and G@emanding the removal of the Sa- 
vannah officials.”” There is no law against a sen- 
ator monkeying withthe civil service buzz-saw, 
ifhe is so minded, bnt it would not be in a 
cordance with Senatcr .Brown’s reputation for 
judgment for him to amuse himself in that 
way. 

We presume that our Charleston contem- 
porary admires the civil service reform busi- 
ness as it now stands because of the buzz- 
saw attachment.

The Lumber interest. 

Our timber lands have never been appre- 
ciated at their trne value by their owners. 
Strangers and capitalists have been gobbling 
them up ever since the war, and our forests 
are being rapidly destroyed. 

Lumber plays an important part in all the 
afiairs of life, from the cradle to the coffin. 
The timber supplying the ties and sleepers 
of our railroad systems consumes the growth 
of thirty years. It takes 900,000 trees to 
make our telegraph and telephone poles,and 
it takes 400,000 trees every year to keep 
them inrepair. Our lucifer matches exhaust 
300,000 cubic feet of the finest pine wood 
every year. Shoe pegs require 10,000 cords 
of wood annually. Every year 500,000 
cords of maple, beech and birch are turned 
into Jasts, boot trees, tools, etc. We spend 
annually $15,000,000 for packing boxes and 
$100,000 for wagons, agricultural implements, 
etc. We also export millions of dollars’ worth 
of Jumber to foreign countries, 

Our forests are too valuable to besold for a 
song, or wasted, We must look after our 
timber interests, 


State Bauks. 

We print elsewhere a characteristic com- 
munication from Hen, Augustus R. Wright 
on the subject of state banks. In regard to 
this matter our old friend seeds to be renew- 
ing hie youth, and THE ConstTITUrion is 
glad to Chronicle the fact.

Neverthe- 
lees, we are inclined to take the view of 
some far-seeing managers of the national 
banks themselves, who are of the opinion 
that the laws under which these institations 
operate subject capital to limitations that 
are altogether too narrow. 

Under favorable and safe state laws, there 
are many national banks ia the south that 
would te glad to become state institutions 
for the reason that under such laws they 
could find a much wider field for the legiti- 
mate and profitable use of their capital. 

By the time the democratic people of the 
south make up their minds on this impor- 
tant subject, there are many congressmen 
trom this section who will wish they had the 
initiative in baving the 10 per cent’ tax on 
the circulation of state banks repealed. We 
advise them to begin to peg away at the 
matter as soon as possible. 


Too Many Colleges. 


The New England colleges are gradually. 


losing their patronage, and with one or two 
exceptions they are degenerating into purely 
local institutions. 

_ Perhaps this is incidental to the growth of 
the country, but it is urged with some show 
of reason that we have too many colleges, 
Two for New England, two for the middle 
states, two for the south and two for the west 
would be amply sufficient. 

The trouble is that when we have too many 
colleges they are poorly endowed, the pro- 
fessgrs are half paid, and a sort ef cheap 
John education is the result. The best 
remedy for the evil isnot clear, bat a con- 
temporary suggests that the surplus colleges 
should be starved todeath. But it is a hard 
matter to starve our little ten-cent colleges, 
They are veritable Dr. Tanners and hold on 
with marvelous tenacity. 


ADDITIONAL particulars which have been 
received concerning the murder of Rev. 
George C. Haddock, of Sioux City, Iowa, show 
that the crime was very brutal. Mr. Haddock 
had been engaged for several days aiding in 
the prosecution of persons for violating the 
Iowa prohibition law. On the last day of his 
life he was out in a buggy hunting up evidence 
against liquor sellers.

GLENWOOD, Ga., August 2.—Editor Consti- 
tution: The object of this communication is not to 
flatter THE CONSTITUTION, but to send thanks. “‘ab 
imopectore,’’ of tens of thousands of the laboring 
and wealth creating classes of Georgia, of the 
south, of the west, yea, of the north and the east, 
for its several statesmanlike articles on the repeal 
of the ten per cent prohibition in favorof the na- 
tional bank monopoly.

Lonpon, August 6.—The state of affairs in 
Burmah is and has been, ever since British 
occupation, one of political discord and social 
confusion. In consequence vf this the British 
government in India has decided to entrust 
the supreme command in Barmah to Major- 
General Sir Herbert MacPherson, commander- 
in-chief in Madras. Five thousand troops will 
be sent into the country as soon as the cold 
season commences, to scour if and drive out 
or subdue the insurgents, and one thousand 
additional police will be sent from India to 
ma'ntain order. 


The Panama Canal. 

Pakis, August 6.—De Lesseps has issued a 
new circular addressed to the stockholders in 
the Panama canal. In it he States that over 
100,000 stockholders have subscribed for 453,- 
802 shares in the newloan. The council of 
administration of the Panama Canal company 
have on the proposal of DeLesseps decided to 
anpul all of the new shares not subscribed 
for directly by the public.

The condition of the cotton crop of the stare, 
the comparison being made with verage of 
five years, is, in north Georgia, 74; middie Goor. 
cia 78; south west Georgia 79: east Georgia, 73: 
southeast Georgia, 70, and the average the 
whole state, 75. 

In north Georgia there is marked improvement 
inthe crop since the first of aay while in the 
southern section of the state it falis eonsiderably 
besow the prospective conditionat that date. In 
middie Georgia there is but little change—the 
average a ithe section falling one point in the 
jast mon 

For a comparison of the present condition of the 
crop as compared with thato!f July Ist, see re- 
capitulation in table No. J. 

fn southern Georgia the wet weather in the 
early o_ of July was followed by a two weeks’ 
drouth thatdid material injury. Since the re. 
ports of corresponcents, on which the estimates 
are based, were forwarded to this Office, the rains 
have been general throughout the state, and a de. 
cided improvement may be expected during the 
month. 

nust has beer noticed in many alities, but 
no serious damage from this cau as been re- 

orted.@ The occurrence of the cotton catterpil- 
ar is mentioned in three counties of southwest 
Georgia. They were first observed about July 10th, 
in the counties of Dougherty and Quitman, and

Corn.—The condition of the crop compared to 
that of an average crop year, is,in north Georgia, 
78, in middle Georgia, 95; in southwest Georgia, 91; 
in east Georgia, %; in southeast Georgia, 2, and in 
the whole state,*&. 

The reports show a slight improvement in the 
condition of the crop in north and middle Geor- 
gia. and a cousiderable depreciation in all other 
sections. 

ihe crop on uplands is very generally good, but 
the season has been unfavorable for low and im 
perfectly drained lands.

Sugar Cane—The condition of the crop in the 
state, Compared to an average, is reported at 91. 
rhe sections where the crop is planted are as fol- 
lows: Middle Georgia 95, southwest Georgia 93, 
east Georgia 94, and southeast Georgia §7, 

Sweet Potatoes—This crop, compared to an 
averege, isin north Georgia 91, middle Georgia 94, 
south west Georgia 98, east Georgia 9, and south- 
east Georgia 94. The per cent of prospective yield 
for the state is about four points below that of an 
average crop yeer. 

Melons—The yield, or prospective yield, com- 
pared to an average, is in rorth Georgia 54,in Mid- 
die Georgia 75, in southwest Georgia 83, in east 
Georgia 76, and in southeast Georgia 83, The ay- 
erage for the state, leaving out the estimate for 
north Georgia, where comparatively few are 
grown for market, is 79.

THE FARMERS’ CONGRESS. 


The Great Meeting to Be Held in Minneap- 
olis. 

The sixth annual eession of the farmers’ 
congress Will be beld at Minneapolis, Minn., 
beganning on the 25th inst. 

The farmers’ congress is composed of dele- 
gates from each state and territory, one from 
each congressional district and two at large 
from each state, conforming in number to the 
different delegations from each state in con- 
gress, and aiso a representative from each 
agricultural college. Mr. Clayton, the secre- 
tary, bas received the announcement of the 
appointment of delegates by the governors of 
Colorado, Florida, Dakota, Georgia, Illinois, 
Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Kentucky, Missouri, 
Maryland, Massachusetts, Michigan, Minneso- 
ta, Nebraska, Nevada, New Jersey, New York, 
North Carolina, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Tennes- 
see, Texas, Vermont, Virginia, West Virginia, 
Wisconsin. 

The object of the congress is to discuss mat- 
ters to be brought to the attention of congress 
for the benefit of the agricultural and anima! 
interests of the country, such as the oleomar- 
garine business, making the commissioner of 
agriculture a cabinet officer, establishing ex- 
perimental stations, extending the signal ser- 
vice throughout the different states, stamping 
out pleuro-pneumonia, and kindred subjects. 
The interstate commerce bill and the labor 
and land questions are also probable subjects 
of discussion. The congress is supposed to 
represent the concentrated wisdom of the ag- 
ricultural community, and its voice is heard 
respectiully by eongressmen. It appoints del- 
egates to the national congress to lobby 
fcr itS measures on the floor of both 
bcuses. From the appointments which have 
been made, it is evident that the coming con- 
guess will be one of considerable intellectual 
and political weight, including such men as 
ex-Govyernor C. C. Carpenter, of lowa, B. F, 
Clayton, and A, V. Stout, the chairmen of the 
committees on agriculture of both houses of 
the lowa legislature; ex-Governor Hamilton, of 
Maryland; Ed Campbell, United States mar- 
shal of the southern district of Iowa, ex-Gov- 
ernor Cumback, of Indiana; General 8. B. 
Buekner, of Kentuey; General Hooker, 
of Mississippi, who will deliver the an- 
nual oration, and Hon. Rafus Prince, 
of Maine. All roads give excursion rates to 
delegates, and the Minnesota roads will un- 
doubtedly extend the special state fair rates to 
include this meeting.
